risk and are currently being 
consulted on the plans. 

The council says it is work¬ 
ing to minimise the number of 
compulsory redundancies by 
reviewing temporary, interim 
and agency posts and using vol¬ 
untary redundancy “where 
appropriate”. 

However, it confirmed that 
up to 429 posts could be axed as 
part of its cost-cutting transfor¬ 
mation programme. 

David Finch, deputy leader 
of the Conservative-controlled 
authority, said it wanted to 
remain “open and honest” 
about its plans. 

“We do not underestimate 
how difficult this will be, but 
throughout the process we will 
ensure we are open and honest 
about the changes and have 
started our engagement with 
employees as early as possible 
to make sure they are the first to 
understand why we are doing 
this and what it may mean for 
them,” he said. 

“Essex County Council is no 
different to any other organisa¬ 
tion that needs to get into shape 
if it is going to cope with these 
challenging economic times. 

“Reduced budgets have had a 


direct impact on the county 
council’s headcount and as such 
these changes have to be 
announced.” 

He added: “We have already 
saved £150m through smarter 
working so that we can contin¬ 
ue to become more efficient 
and protect frontline services. 

“We are committed to keep¬ 
ing residents at the heart of 
what we do and will continue to 
shape any changes around them 
and their priorities.” 

But Tony Durcan, Labour 
county councillor for the 
Harlow West division, con¬ 
demned the proposed job losses 
which he said would have an 
impact on frontline services. 

“Never have I witnessed such 
a dramatic attack on all areas of 
public services,” he told the 
Star this week. “With reduc¬ 
tions in policing and nursing 
already announced, we now 
have staff working in children’s 
services and social workers 
included in the cuts. 

“This decision will affect 
every local service, from 
schools to libraries to pothole 
repairs. 

“It’s not just about losing 
staff but losing vital skills.”

Home insulation scheme 
cuts town Commissions 


AN energy-saving initiative that 
has helped to slash heating bills 
in hundreds of Harlow house¬ 
holds is being extended. 

The Herts and Essex Energy 
Partnership (HEEP), which pro¬ 
vides free or discounted home 
insulation to eligible residents, 
was due to end in March but has 
continued due to its success in 
helping to shrink the town’s car¬ 
bon footprint. 

The scheme, which is backed 
by Harlow Council, has seen 
£334,092 spent on insulation and 
installation work in the town 
since its launch in 2009. 

Tony Hall, the council’s port¬ 


folio holder for environment, 
said: “This is great news and 
means that we can help more 
households keep warm and 
reduce their energy use by pro¬ 
viding discounted or free home 
insulation. 

“The work which has already 
been carried out in Harlow will 
save enough lifetime carbon 
dioxide emissions to fill around 
83,000 double-decker buses - 
and that’s great news for reduc¬ 
ing Harlow’s carbon footprint.”

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Council in talks on 
future of services 


REPRESENTATIVES from more 
than 50 different organisations attend¬ 
ed a conference on Friday to learn 
more about Harlow Council’s plans to 
offload seven of the town’s most popu¬ 
lar attractions. 

The authority is hoping to save £1.7m a year 
by finding ‘partners’ to take over the running 
of its discretionary portfolio which includes 
Harlow Playhouse, Pets’ Comer, the museum 
service, The Gibberd Gallery and Pamdon 
Wood Nature Reserve. 

Friday’s summit at Harlow Study Centre 
was arranged to give more details on each of

the services and the financial incentives on 
offer to bidders, who will be able to apply for 
a share of a £lm ‘Big Society fund’ set up to 
support the proposed transfers. 

Although the Star was excluded from 
attending the networking event which fol¬ 
lowed introductory speeches by Harlow MP 
Rob Halfon and council cabinet member Joel 
Charles, the authority said delegates from 47 
voluntary groups, five public bodies and four 
private firms participated in group workshops

where potential plans for the future of each 
attraction were discussed with council repre¬ 
sentatives. 

Speaking after the conference, Councillor 
Charles said 12 of the 56 organisations present 
had expressed an interest in holding further 
discussions and added that he was “hopeful” 
of securing additional interest over the next 
fortnight. 

“I am extremely pleased with how the con¬ 
ference went and the council has had some 
very positive initial discussions with both 
small and large organisations,” he said. “This 
is the start of the process and in taking this 
step we are doing everything we can to secure 
the future of these popular services.” 

But former Harlow MP Stan 
Newens, who was invited to the event 
in his capacity as chairman of Harlow 
Civic Society, said he was disappoint¬ 
ed in the lack of “concrete” informa¬ 
tion given to delegates. 

“I’ve nothing against the principle 
of voluntary groups taking control of 
these services, but these organisations 
are going to really struggle to find the 
volunteers and money needed to run 
them,” he said. 

“I’m genuinely concerned that this 
process will ultimately result in some 
of the town’s most popular services 
disappearing altogether.” 

Bishopsfield, Charters Cross and 
Gibson Court Residents’ Association 
member Jim Rogers was similarly dis¬ 
illusioned with the conference. 

“One of my major concerns is the 
fact there’s no plan B,” he said. “If an 
organisation takes over a service but a 
year or two down the line can’t deliver, 
the council made it clear they won’t 
step in to help, meaning valuable pub¬ 
lic assets could just be left to rot away.”

PROGRESS on plans for Har¬ 
low’s main mental health centre 
will be discussed at a meeting 
next week during which the pub¬ 
lic will be invited to express their 
views. 

The North Essex Partnership 
NHS Trust is seeking opinions 
about the soon-to-be-revamped 
Derwent Centre building on the 
Princess Alexandra Hospital site. 

“We bought the Derwent 
Centre from the hospital a year 


ago and we really want to build a 
state-of-the-art centre for our 
clients, carers and staff,” said 
operational services manager 
Jackie Fretten. 

“For this we need the public’s 
input and ideas. We’ll be going 
through the plans and progress to 
date and will answer any ques¬ 
tions.” 

The meeting takes place on 
Tuesday at Latton Bush Centre in 
Southern Way, starting at 6pm.

Jail for family pair who took

AN uncle and nephew have been 
jailed for a total of 39 months 
after pleading guilty to handling 
cars stolen from the Harlow area. 

Chelmsford Crown Court 
heard that Nicklas Thompson 
(44), of Spinning Wheel Mead, 
and Scott Thompson (22), of 
Spencers Croft, delivered cars 
stolen just a few hours earlier to 
a scrapyard in Epping. 

The pair handled 35 stolen 
vehicles in total, the court was 


told. Although the vehicles 
would have been worth a com¬ 
bined £11,000 to their owners the 
scrap metal value was signifi¬ 
cantly less, with each selling for 
between £100 and £300. 

Jailing Nicklas Thompson for 
22 months and Scott Thompson 
for 17 months on Monday, 
recorder Jason Beer told the pair: 
“As handlers, you were both very 
close to the commission of these 
offences.”

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Throwing the babv out with the bathwater 


AS council leader I am increasingly in the 
position of explaining cuts to public services in 
Harlow and justifying the tough decisions we 
have to take. 

But, for once, let me reverse that trend. I am 
both troubled and baffled by the closure of the 
One Stop Shop health suite in Occasio House, a 
story that rightfully made the front page of the 
Star last week. 

You'll know that this is the venue that provides 
a walk-in sexual health clinic for young people 
aged 13-25. 

Now, I am eternally irritated by the stereotype 
of Harlow as a pram town populated with Vicky 
Pollard types from Little Britain. That is a 
smear generally peddled by those who have 
never been here. 

Harlow does have a slightly higher teenage 
pregnancy rate than the UK average but let's 
get it in perspective. We have 4.2 teenage 
pregnancies for every 100 girls aged 15-17 
compared to four in 100 nationally. 
Significantly, that local rate has fallen by 
nearly a fifth in the past 13 years. 

To keep that figure coming down we need to 
keep providing practical help and education to 


young people. Like Harlow MP Robert Halfon I 
cannot understand why, at a time when NHS 
West Essex is receiving an extra £12m from the 
Government, it chooses to cut a service 
tackling an established problem. 

The official explanation is that Occasio House is 
"no longer viable". I need to understand why 
and the council for one is ready to work with 


other partners to see if there are ways we 
could keep the walk-in centre working. 

The fact is that teenage pregnancies can cost 
the taxpayer for years with the health care and 
housing provision often required. In making a 
saving by closing the Occasio House service, 
the POT may be throwing the baby out with the 
bathwater.

ANGRY residents were left lit¬ 
tle the wiser after quizzing 
councillors about regeneration 
plans for three of Harlow’s 
housing estates which will see 
214 homes demolished. 

About 50 people living in proper¬ 
ties at Copshall Close, Aylets Field 
and The Briars questioned council¬ 
lors during a heated public meeting 
organised by pressure group Harlow 
Defend Council Housing at St 
James’ Church last Wednesday. 

The residents, who were first 
advised of the plans for 200 new 
homes in the area in November last 
year, claimed they had been given 
“contradicting information” on the 
redevelopment. 

Some told the meeting they feared 
losing their fixed tenancy contracts 
as proposed in the Government’s 
new Localism Bill while others 
expressed concerns over the possi¬ 
bility of significant rent hikes should 
the council hand over the manage¬ 
ment of the new properties to a 
housing association. 

“It all feels very underhanded at 
the moment,” said Catherine Pepp-

ard, of The Briars. “Some of us are 
getting told one thing and others 
another, so no-one knows what is 
hearsay and what is true. 

“It is depressing; these are our 
homes they are messing with.” 

Defend Council Housing commit¬ 
tee member Jim Rogers warned res¬ 
idents that if the Localism Bill was 
passed at the end of this year, it was 
likely two-year or five-year tenancy 
agreements would be introduced, 
“doing away” with secure tenancies 
and leaving people vulnerable if 
their personal circumstances chan¬ 
ged. 

But Clive S outer, Harlow 
Council 4 s portfolio holder for hous¬ 
ing, strongly denied that those cur¬ 
rently on secured tenancy agree¬ 
ments would lose their contracts. 

“Anyone who has got a secure ten¬ 
ancy has got it and will not have 
their rights taken away from them,” 
he said. 

However, there was confusion 
among councillors present at the 


meeting about other concerns and 
they agreed that tenants deserved to 
be given more information on the 
regeneration proposals. 

“We are not getting the facts and 
there is scaremongering as a result 
of that,” said Liberal Democrat 
councillor John Strachan, whose 
home in The Briars is earmarked for 
demolition as part of the plans. 

“I don’t believe there was proper 
consultation on this. We need the 
facts and then we know what we are 
fighting.” 

Labour councillor Rod Truan 
accused the authority of “not know¬ 
ing what is going on themselves”. 

He said: “Some of the issues, 
including the Localism Bill, are still 
up in the air and even if you as cur¬ 
rent tenants are assured a fixed ten¬ 
ancy, your children and grandchil¬ 
dren aren’t. 

“The council needs to decide what 
is going on themselves and then 
inform tenants.” 

Defend Council Housing closed 
the meeting by setting up an emer¬ 
gency housing group to consult fur¬ 
ther on the issues raised.

W ERE you in town the day 
two Iraqi Government 
officials came to visit 
back in the early 1950s? 

Alan Gatland, who sent in this 
marvellous photo taken at The 
Stow in 1954, told Nostalgia the 
pair - Mr Sayid Hazim Namiq and 
Mr Sayid Hassan Talabani - were 
part of a four-man Iraqi delegation 
visiting the UK. 

The picture was featured in the 
Harlow Gazette when the two men 
came to the town to learn more 
about the workings of local 
government. 

“My wife Jan is the little girl in the 
pram with the wicker basket in 
front of the butcher’s shop to the 
left of Stitchers the grocers,” said 
Mr Gatland, of Sheering Road, Old 
Harlow. 

“The butchers was Rudgewicks, 
and next to them were Boots - 
which is still there today - and then 
WH Smith. On that row, Jan and I 
remember there were also Home & 
Coloniel Stores, R & G Elice the 
greengrocers, Pearce the bakers and 
Jaynes Clothes. 

“I am sure the traders in The Stow 
today would like it to be as busy 
now as it was then!” 

Jan, whose father worked in the 


printing department of the Gazette, 
said the photograph must have 
caused quite a stir in the family at 
the time. 

“I would have only been about 18 
months and was with my aunt who 
used to look after me whilst my 
mother and father were at work,” 
she said. 

“The picture was an official Home 
Office one and was also put in the 
Gazette where my father picked it 
up at work. He must have been 
quite surprised to see his 18- 


month-old daughter sitting in the 
background!” 

She added: “I don’t recognise 
anyone else in the photo but would 
imagine that all the people lived 
around The Stow area and that 
some of the children at least might 
still be in Harlow.”

Earlier this month the 
Princess Alexandra Hospital 
NHS Trust revealed plans to 
axe up to 250 jobs and cut

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Closure of clinic a

Halfon, Harlow Council cabinet member 
Joel Charles and the Harlow Health 
Centres Trust called for further discus¬ 
sion on the closure plans, arguing the 
PCT’s decision was both shortsighted and 
rushed. 

HHCT provided the OSS with £50,000 
of funding for the reconfiguration of the 
health suite in 2005, and 
chairman Martin Lawn 
told the Star the money 
had been handed over 
on the understanding the 
service would remain 
operational until at least 
May 2012. 

“This facility has a 
proven track record of 
containing the levels of 
teenage pregnancies in 
Harlow and is supporting 
700-800 young people 
each month,” he added. 

“Consultation with exist¬ 
ing partners and possible 
new ones may save this 
vital and necessary provision 
for young people”. 

Councillor Charles said the planned 
closure would create a “black hole” in 
youth healthcare provision in Harlow. 

“I find it very wrong that the health 
authority has not consulted community 
leaders over this decision and instead 
tried to rush it through in less than three 
weeks,” he added. “That is not showing 
respect to those leaders or to the service 
users.” 

Mr Halfon has written to Secretary of 
State for Health Andrew Lansley to com¬ 
plain about the health authority’s con¬ 
duct. 

“I think this is a disgraceful decision 
by the PCT and I am particularly unhap¬ 
py about not being told about this, which 
is in stark contrast with the hospital who 
spent a good few weeks going through 
their difficulties with me,” he said.

“It is clear that this is a shortsighted 
decision that will end up costing more in 
the end.” 

He added he was surprised the PCT 
had claimed they could not afford to con¬ 
tinue running the service, pointing out 
that NHS West Essex had received a 
£12m funding boost from the Depart¬ 
ment of Health this year. 

But Adrian Marr, the health authority’s 
director of resources, 
claimed the additional 
funding would be swal¬ 
lowed up by increased costs 
associated with the rising 
demand for services across 
the region. 

“While it is good that 
the NHS is receiving a 
modest increase in alloca¬ 
tion year on year, there is 
a even greater increase in 
the cost of rising 
demands on the NHS,” 
he told the Star. 

“This means we need 
to make savings across 
all areas of healthcare to 
ensure that we meet these 
rising demands within the 
money allocated for the year.” 

Harlow GP Dr Rob Gerlis, GP director 
of commissioning for west Essex, added: 
“In the current economic climate we have 
to look carefully at every penny we spend 
of taxpayers’ money. 

“Given that we are already investing in 
similar services in different ways, there 
isn’t a strong case for spending lots more 
money on developing a new standalone 
service. 

“We will keep a close eye on how sex¬ 
ual health services are performing local¬ 
ly. We monitor month by month the num¬ 
ber of teenage pregnancies, for example, 
and we work to targets for chlamydia 
screening. 

“If needs change and we need to do 
something more then we will review and 
make changes.”

Rapist: I pray every

A RAPIST has been jailed 
for more than four years for 
attacking a woman who had 
called at his home in search 
of a cigarette. 

Father-of-three Nelson Githua

The court heard he had also sent 
a letter to the judge in which he 
wrote: “This was a terrible and 
tragic mistake. I will pray to 
God every day for forgiveness.” 

Jailing Kenyan-born Githua for 
four years and four months, Judge 
Karen Walden-Smith said the 
attack had a “devastating” impact 
on the victim. 

“She has had a history of violent 
relationships and you put her way 
back on any road to recovery,” she 
told Githua.

A FORMER diabetic and double 
transplant patient has completed 
a London to Cambridge bike 
ride to raise money for the 
hospital that has given him a 
new lease of life. 

Paul Northam (42) of Hailing Hill, 
Harlow, underwent a kidney and 
pancreas transplant at Addenbrookes 
Hospital last year and decided to raise 
money for the transplant unit as a way 
of showing his gratitude. 

“About four years ago I was told by the 
hospital that my kidneys had 
deteriorated so badly from my diabetes 
that I had just six months until they 
packed up completely,” said Paul. 

“It was a huge shock as I had always 
been very careful to keep my diabetes 
under control. What was worse was 
when they told me I needed to lose 
around two-and-a-half stone to qualify 
for a transplant.” 

The father-of-one, who weighed 15 
stone, wasted no time in shedding the 
weight. “I started to watch what I ate 
and began exercising as much as 
possible,” he said. 

“It was quite disheartening at first as 
nothing seemed to happen, but then 
after a month the weight began falling 
off.” 

Fortunately Paul’s kidneys held out past

the six months and about a year later 
after losing the necessary weight he was 
ready to go on the transplant list. 

“It took just 10 days before we received 
the call to go into hospital,” said Paul. 
“It was scary but I was so much 
healthier by then after losing the weight 
that I was looking forward to all the 
other benefits of the transplant.” 

After a 12-day stay in hospital, Paul 
was off work for almost five months 
before he was fully recovered from the 
12-hour operation. 

“The difference in what I can do these 
days is just amazing,” he said. “I’m not 
diabetic anymore, I have lost another 
stone and I am so much happier now 
I’m fit and active. 

“My whole family have noticed the 
change and it has really benefited us 
all.” 

Paul, a technician at Harlow company 
Pitney Bowes, tackled the 50-mile bike 
ride with work colleagues. He hopes to 
have raised over £1,000 for the 
Cambridge hospital. 

”1 have never done anything like this 
before and just thought it would be nice 
to give something back to say thank 
you,” he said.

Appeal judges 
dismiss peer's 
bid to quash 
guilty verdicts

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THE former leader of Essex 
County Council who was jailed 
after being found guilty of fid¬ 
dling his Parliamentary expen¬ 
ses has lost an appeal against 
his conviction. 

Conservative peer Lord Hann- 
ingfield lodged the appeal after 
being found guilty of six counts of 
false accounting following a trial at 
Chelmsford Crown Court in May. 

He was accused of falsely claim¬ 
ing nearly £14,000 for overnight 
stays in London when he was not in 
the capital. 

The former pig farmer from West 
Hanningfield, near Chelmsford, was 
jailed for nine months on July 1 at 
Maidstone Crown Court in Kent.

His appeal was heard before Lord 
Justice Hughes, Mr Justice Treacy 
and Mr Justice Blake at the Court of 
Appeal in London last week. They 
rejected his application for permis¬ 
sion to appeal, ruling that the pro¬ 


posed grounds were “unarguable”. 

The main argument put forward 
on behalf of Lord Hanningfield, 
who was not in court, was that the 
trial judge misdirected the jury as to 
the mental element in his defence, 
which was that he believed he was 
entitled to do as he did as it was the 
accepted custom and practice of the 
Lords. 

But Lord Justice Hughes said: 
“We are entirely satisfied that, how¬ 
ever sad the background to this case 
may be, and however sad may be the 
end of what was otherwise a distin¬ 
guished career in public service, this 
jury did receive an accurate direc¬ 
tion in law. 

“It faced, and had to face, the 
question of whether it believed or 
rejected the defendant’s assertions 
of belief and, sadly, it is plain that it 
rejected them.” 


Smokers encouraged to bin their butts 


NEW bins with built-in ashtrays are 
being installed in Harlow town centre 
in a bid to make smokers think twice 
about discarding their cigarette butts. 

Twenty bins will be placed across 
The High after a trial in Playhouse 
Square proved successful in cutting 
the amount of litter. 


Tony Hall, Harlow Council’s port¬ 
folio holder for the environment, said 
cigarette ends cause a round-the-clock 
problem for cleaning staff. 

“Hundreds of cigarette ends are 
dropped in the town centre every day,” 
he said. “This is both unsightly and 
creates a litter nuisance. 


“If we can’t persuade people to stop 
smoking, we can at least encourage 
them to dispose of cigarette butts in 
the tidiest way possible, and the new 
bins are designed to do that. 

“Besides, it is an offence to drop 
cigarette ends on the floor and leave 
them.”

Weighed down by 
heavy metal suit 


RESEARCHERS have 
discovered that heavy 
medieval armour was so 
exhausting to wear it could 
have affected the outcome of 
battles. 

Scientists at Leeds University monitored 
museum staff wearing replicas of 15th 
century suits of armour as they exercised 
on a treadmill. 

By measuring oxygen and carbon dioxide 
levels and using special cameras, they 
discovered the sheer weight of the 
hardened steel and chainmail suits would 
have made it very difficult for knights and 
soldiers to run and breathe. 

Some armour weighed up to 50kg - almost 
as much as some of the men wearing it - 
meaning troops wouldn’t have been able to 


move or fight properly. 

Researcher Dr Federico Formenti told 
reporters: “Being wrapped in a tight shell of 
armour may have made soldiers feel safe, 
but you feel breathless as soon as you 
begin to move around in medieval armour 
and this would likely limit a soldier’s 
resistance to fight.” 

The research team believes that heavy 
armour may have been to blame for the 
unexpected English victory at the Battle of 
Agincourt in 1415 when King Henry V’s 
army was vastly outnumbered on the day 
but won a famous victory over the French. 

It is now thought the French troops’ armour 
was so heavy that by the time the men had 
trudged through the mud to get to the 
battlefield they would have been too 
exhausted to put up much of a resistance 
against the English onslaught.

Showing more of the 
darker side of Oliver 



ADAPTING a classic novel for the stage 
is a thankless task. For every audience 
member thrilled at the prospect of 
seeing their favourite characters 
brought to life there’s bound to be two 
more left incandescent with rage at the 
most minor of plot omissions. 

Television adaptations have the budget to 
paper over these cracks with big-name stars, 
lavish costumes and lush musical scores, 
but putting together a faithful dramatic 
interpretation of a story as beloved as Oliver 
Twist for the theatre is fraught with difficulty. 
But unlike the somewhat sanitised West End 
musical which has recorded huge success 
in neatly sidestepping any potential pitfalls 
by spoonfeeding the audience irresistibly 
sweet song and dance routines, Harlow 
Theatre Company’s refreshingly raw take on 
the tale was an admirable attempt to get to 
grips with the dark heart of Dickens’

scathing satire of Victorian values. 
Unsentimental characterisation was the key 
to its dirt-under-the-fingernails authenticity, 
especially in the case of Steve Foster’s wild¬ 
eyed Fagin who walked a tightrope between 
avuncular charm and pederastic creepiness 
with sinister ambiguity. 

Sophie Lloyd’s booze-addled, desperate 
Nancy was far closer to Dickens’ portrayal of 
an abused teenage prostitute than the 
wisecracking comic figure re-imagined for 
the musical, while the explosive Lee Pace 
was brilliantly brooding as her murderous 
lover - the brutal, boozed-up bruiser Bill 
Sykes. 

Of the fine ensemble cast’s younger 
performers, the expressive Kai Cooper 


found just the right mix of wide-eyed 
innocence and stubborn resolve to shine as 
a brave yet naiVe Oliver, Jake Hannam lent a 
louche, rakish charm to the criminally 
underused Artful Dodger and Toby Stacey 
was endearingly chirpy as wisecracking 
Toby Crackit. 

But by attempting to cram in so much of the 
novel into a two-and-a-half hour show, the 
production failed to flesh out the 
relationships between Oliver and the rest of 
Fagin’s gang, while the trauma of his 
enforced transition from the workhouse to 
London’s criminal underworld was never 
satisfactorily explored. 

Nevertheless, director Kyle Jaggers and his 
excellent cast and crew should be 
commended for a brave attempt to present 
the tale in all its grimy, gutsy glory. After all, 
Dickens wouldn’t have wanted it any other 
way.

Marvel at the return of 
an American superhero

RECALLING the cliffhanger TV series of the 1950s, 
Captain America: The First Avenger establishes the 
origins of one of the most popular superheroes 
from the Marvel Comics stable. 


Director Joe Johnston has an arsenal of state-of-the-art 
digital effects at his disposal to spruce up the old- 
fashioned ideals in Christopher Markus and Stephen 
McFeely’s script. 

However, there’s something rather charming about the 
underlying themes of self-sacrifice and valour. Only the 
sadistic killing spree of the central villain - a power- 
hungry Nazi officer with a burned-off face - warrants the 
12A certificate that makes it unsuitable for the very 
young. 

The film opens in the present day with the discovery of 
the wreckage of a gargantuan craft and then flashes 
back to 1942 Norway. Diabolical German officer Johann 
Schmidt (Hugo Weaving) steals a Cosmic Cube 
belonging to Odin and orders mad scientist Dr Arnim 
Zola (Toby Jones) to harness its power as part of his 
plans for world domination. 

Meanwhile in America, German defector Dr Abraham 
Erskine (Stanley Tucci) is spearheading a secret 
programme to create the ultimate soldier. He chooses 
asthmatic weakling Steve Rogers (Chris Evans) as the 
perfect candidate for the treatment. 

As if by magic, Steve is transformed into a muscle-bound 
hunk and enthusiastically does his bit for the Allied effort 
by portraying a fictional character called Captain 
America at war rallies. 


When good friend James Buchanan (Sebastian Stan) is 
presumed dead behind enemy lines, Steve joins forces 
with playboy inventor Howard Stark (Dominic 
Cooper) and officer Peggy Carter (Hayley Atwell) to 
parachute in behind enemy lines as Captain 
America and single-handedly take on the 
Germans. 


Captain America: The First Avenger is an 
entertaining introduction to the iconic characters 
using digital trickery to impose Evans’ head on a 
scrawny body before his metamorphosis.

Action sequences are orchestrated with 
aplomb including a daredevil descent into a 
moving train. 

“Captain America Will Return” promises a 
title card at the end of the film in place of the 
additional scene we have come to expect from 
comic book adaptations. 

Indeed he will, alongside Iron Man, Thor and 
Hulk in the big-budget film version of The 
Avengers, which will be smashing and crashing into 
cinemas in summer 2012.

AS homeowners, we continued 
to inject equity into our homes 
at the start of this year but not 
to the same degree as much of 
2010, recent figures from the 
Bank of England have shown. 

Mortgage borrowers increased 
their financial stake in 
properties by £5.8bn in the first 
three months of the year which 
was lower than the record- 
breaking £7.1 bn in the previous 
quarter. 

The analysis suggests this 
trend was a result of decreased 
activity in the housing market. 
The injection of equity reflected 
a fall in the number of sales 
rather than householders 
making an active effort to pay 
off their mortgages more 
quickly. 

From July 1998 to March 2008, 
homeowners borrowed an 
extra £328bn against the rising 
value of their homes. This is 
known as ‘housing equity 
withdrawal’ and saw many 
homeowners cashing in on the 
increasing value of their homes 
to buy luxuries such as cars 
and holidays. However, since 
March 2008 this trend has 
gone into reverse, with an 
injection of equity into our 
homes. 

The total housing equity 
injection reached more than 
£6bn in each of the past three 
quarters of 2010. In the final 
three months of the year it 
reached £7.1 bn, the equivalent 
of 2.8 per cent of post-tax 
income. This fell to 2.3 per cent 
of post-tax income in the first 
quarter of 2011. 

During the boom times, equity 
withdrawal was providing 
homeowners with the 
equivalent of a 9 per cent post¬ 
tax boost to their incomes. The 
turnaround, according to the 
Bank of England’s analysis, 
was because of what was 
occurring at the end of the 
housing chain. 

The number of homes being 
sold has fallen to less than half 
of the levels seen before the 
banking crisis. So with fewer 
chains of housing sales there 
are fewer people cashing in at 
the end of a chain by trading 
down or selling without buying 
a new home at all.

I F there’s one small 
problem with the green 
revolution occurring in 
the motoring world, it’s that 
excitement and enthusiasm 
feature quite low on the 
priority list. 

Understandably of course, as 
headline figures of carbon 
dioxide emissions and combined 
cycle miles-per-gallon are what 
everyone is interested in but if 
you happen to be a keen driver 
and a keen greenie too, 
compromise is your only option. 
That was until Honda introduced 
the CR-Z, the first proper attempt 
at building a hybrid sports car - 
and it does a fine job too, 
considering fuel efficiency and 
performance are almost mutually 
exclusive. By Honda’s own 
admission it was more about feel 
than outright punch: the 
lightweight body made it agile 
and fun while the brisk 
performance meant it could still 
hit over 50mpg. 

Now Honda has had a go at 
pushing the CR-Z as far as it will 
go thanks to the independent 
Mugen division. This company 
has a long association with 
Honda, particularly in 
motorsports, but its most recent 
effort was the fantastically 
capable Mugen Civic Type-R, and 
a similar approach has been 


adopted for the CR-Z. 

Many of the parts on this one-off 
example are straight from the 
Mugen shelf: the uprated 
suspension is near race- 
specification, as are the mighty 
brakes and delicious forged alloy 
wheels. It also receives a major 
visual fillip with a Mugen-design 
body kit, with a deeper front 
bumper, side skirts and a huge 
rear wing which looks much 
better in the flesh than you might 
think. Get on the phone or the 
Internet and you could have your 
standard CR-Z converted to this 
specification for around £8,000. 
But the real hard work has been 
done in the engine room and by 
adding a supercharger to the 1.5- 
litre petrol motor Mugen has 
boosted the power output by over 
60 per cent to 197bhp, while the 
already generous torque figure is 


up by 23 per cebt to 2151b.ft. 

That’s good figures for a hot 
hatch - but the Mugen CR-Z 
weighs a slight 1,080kg. 

Once installed in the close-fitting 
bucket seats, firing up the CR-Z 
brings a racing car-like rasp from 
the exhaust - something which 
would certainly be toned down a 
little in a production version. 

Just like the standard car there 
are three driving modes, but the 
Sport mode is replaced with 
Mugen mode and brings with it 
full access to the extra power. 
However, set off in Eco mode and, 
aside from the much stiffer 
suspension and hilariously 
unruly racket from the exhaust, 
there’s very little to distinguish it 
from the regular car. It will potter 
along happily, sipping fuel and 
encouraging you to be thrifty 
with the green monitor in the 


smart instrument display 
awarding you ‘leaves’ on your 
digital tree for consistent eco 
driving. Because of its prototype 
status official figures have not 
been calculated, but Honda’s tests 
reveal that 50mpg is still perfectly 
possible - no compromises on 
that front then. 

But five minutes in Eco mode is 
enough to confirm that it still 
works: instead you need to punch 
the Mugen button and find out 
what it really can do. Honda had 
kindly laid on some track time at 
Rockingham Motor Speedway, 
and it was the perfect venue to 
explore its full capabilities. 

Even though race circuits have a 
habit of masking the true 
performance of even the quickest 
cars, the response and the 
consistent acceleration of the CR- 
Z Mugen is a real pleasure. The 


slick gear change helps to keep 
the engine singing and it revs 
right around to 7,000rpm with 
ease. 

Perhaps even more impressive is 
the handling and grip, allowing it 
to swoop through bends ever 
more quickly and instilling huge 
confidence in the driver. Add in 
the unshakable brakes that stood 
up to dozens of hot laps without 
complaint, and you have a 
remarkably entertaining package 
for a car with proper eco 
credentials. 

So where’s the catch then? Well 
truth is you can’t go and buy this 
car yet. This prototype is a one- 
off, and because of all the 
development work that went into 
it, it is effectively worth £150,000. 
And although Honda firmly says 
there are no plans for production, 
they added the caveat that they 
will listen to customer feedback 
before making any further steps. 
That means it’s down to you. If 
you like the idea of having a 
modern, stylish and innovative 
coupe that costs pennies to run 
but will still attack a twisty back 
road with glee, you need to get 
down to your Honda dealer and 
start badgering them relentlessly. 
With a good deal of the parts 
available off the shelf, it would 
only take a reasonable amount of 
interest to make it a viable 
production reality Then even the 
eco warriors would be able to 
raise a smile.
